The following aiticle re¬ 
garding the failure of Cali¬ 
fornia. schools to move to a 
planned program budget ran 
in the September issue of 
the Council for Basic Educa¬ 
tion “Bulletin.” 

“A Planning - Program - 
mi.n.g - Budgeting Sys tern 
(PPBS) was supposed to go 
into effect this month in 
every local school district in 
California. But there was so 
mtucih complaint from citi¬ 
zens that tlie state legisla¬ 
ture unanimously voted to 
postpone it for at least a 
year. What was all the fuss 
about? And what is PPBS, 
anyway? 

“PPBS is partly a way of 
organizing school budgets. 
It originated as a system do 
veloped for the Department 
of Defense back in the early 
Sixties by the Rand Corpora¬ 
tion. Instead of organizing 
the vast defense budget -bv 
what the money was spent 
on (enlisted men’s salaries, 
office supplies, weapons 
automobiles, and so forth i 
Secretary McNamara tried to 
organize it by the purpose 
for which the money was 
being used (Vietnam war, 
nuclear retaliatory capabi¬ 
lity, state mililia, and so 
forth). President Johnson 
liked the idea so much that 
ho directed all other Federal 
agencies to .go and do like¬ 
wise. That effort never got 
off the ground and even the 
Deoartmont of Defense gave 
it up. 

“In the late Sixties the 
U S. Office of Education got 
enthusiastic about PPBS and 
urged it on the states and 
localities for school budget¬ 
ing. Ironically, some states 
and localities are still try¬ 
ing to implement a PPBS for 
ieiiool budgets long after the 
Federal Government li a s 
abandoned the scheme as 
impractical for its own oper¬ 
ations. 

“But returning to our 
story, how could a proposed 
budgeting system arouse 
such public reaction as hap¬ 


pened in California? Tradi¬ 
tionally, school budgets have 
been organized- on a “line- 
item’ basis. That is. they 
have broken down operating 
expenditures into instruc¬ 
tional salaries, buil ding 
maintenance, transportation, 
administration, debt service, 
and so forth. PPBS seeks to 
le-arrange the budget by 
function. That is, it would 
show how much is being 
spent on vocational educa¬ 
tion, reading instruction, for¬ 
eign language instruction, 
education of handicapped 
children, etc. PPBS i n - 
volves more than just this 
reorganization of the bud¬ 
get; it seeks to define pre¬ 
cise objectives, and to mea¬ 
sure carefully how well the 
objectives are -being ac¬ 
hieved and at what cost. 
•Here we get into what are 
called ‘system analysis’ and 
cost-benefit analysis.’ PPBS 
contemplates a determina¬ 
tion of how nvticih .units of 
learning achievement i n 
Spanish IV and in Voca¬ 
tional Piinting are costing. 

“For many subjects, it is 
obviously difficult to mea¬ 
sure learning gains precise¬ 
ly and relate them to given 
‘inputs’ of resources. But the 
controversy in California de¬ 
veloped at an earlier stage. 
PPBS forces schools to de¬ 
fine formally what they are 
trying to achieve. These ob¬ 
jectives are supposed- to be 
written out in some detail, 
so that their achievement 
can bo measured. When 
school systems start doing 
t.his, many of (hem go be¬ 
yond knowledge and skill 
objectives and write down 
objectives involving values 
and attitudes, such as ‘opti¬ 
mum mental Iu-alth,’ ‘know¬ 
ledge of man’s ecological re¬ 
sponsibilities,’ 'responsib 1 1 - 
i itize.nship in our democratic 
society,’ ‘understanding of 
each individual’s role and 
responsibility within the 
family structure,’ and ‘ap¬ 
propriate u s e of leisure 
time.’ (These goals are from I 


an actual statement recently 
adopted by a local scnool 
board in California.) Here 
controversy arises. 

"It is not PPBS inherently 
that is the problem. It is the 
set of particular objectives 
chosen by the school system 
and the detail with whicir 
it goes about seeing if they 
are being achieved. If we 
say that we are trying to 
achieve certain objectives in 
•spelling, aritnrnet i c and 
science skills, and are going 
to test the students to see 
how well they are achieving 
them, few people would- dis¬ 
agree. Rut when we adopt 
attitiud-inal objectives, such 
as good citizenship behavior, 
attitudes toward family life, 
and certain views toward 
persons of other religions, 
and try to measure these, 
controversy is hound to take 
place-. Many people — in¬ 
cluding CBE — do not be¬ 
lieve that the public schools 
should try to form children’s 
attitudes on these questions. 
Others may not pro test 
vague objectives in these 
fields, but get aroused when 
the child-ren are tested to 
find out whether they are 
being achieved. A mere 
course in ’family living’ may 


be enough to arouse some 
people; questioning children 
or. their attitudes towards 
abortion end homosexuality 
will send far more parents 
into an argy rush for the 
telephone. It is not a state¬ 
ment of objectives as such, 
or testing as such, that 
causes controversy, but the 
fact that some schools are 
trying to achieve certain 
controversial objectives that 
did not come to the atten¬ 
tion of tlie public until PPBS 
was launched. 

“It is a good idea for pub¬ 
lic schools to state their ob¬ 
jectives, to try to determine 
how well they are achieving 
them, n.nd to try to do a 
more efficient job. For too 
long schools have -been run 
in a haphazard way. Some 
of the ideas behind PPBS 

can be applied usef-"'ty 
school operations. Rut as a 
system, it is too complex and 
involves too many difficul¬ 
ties to be practical."

The president of the California Teachers’ Association 
has filed suit against Governor Reagan charging misuse 
of public funds for promotion of Proposition 1. 

If there is abuse of public funds, citizen action is proper. 

In -J-his case, however, there arp several factors which 
indicate the issue is poltieal. If the issue were abuse of 
public funds for the promotion of Proposition 1, then 
the suit also would have included the Legislature, which 
has spent considerable and will spend considerably more 
fighting Proposition 1. 

Then, as a matter of fact, the suit also should in¬ 
clude many board of supervisors, city councils, school 
boards, and semi-tax supported organizations. That is, it 
should include those groups if the suit is honest and not 
just a suit inspired by a public relations firm as a means 
of getting publicity. 

The list should include county supervisors’ associa¬ 
tions, which are supported by tax funds from each county; 
school board associations, which are supported by tax funds 
from each school board; and city groups, again supported 
by tax money from each city. 

When the lawsuit is amended to include all of these, 
then it should be given serious consideration by the 
citizens of the state and the courts.

Tent to simply watch life go 
by from a distance and has 
geared herself foi active par¬ 
ticipation. 

“I’ve always been a na¬ 
ture lover. Tn 1924 I used to 
go to a small ranch outside 
of Yellowstone. I had a 
horse, giu.n and cabin. I went 
out by myself just to hunt 
and be outdoors,” she re¬ 
in inices. 

As past president of the 
Pasadena Chapter of the 
American Audubon Society, 
Mns. Randall continued un¬ 
til 1971 an active roil which 
look her on the annual Cali¬ 
fornia condor count. For 
days at a time a small group 
of experts watched a n d 
counted the nearly extinct 
birds high in the mountains 
of California. 

Her bird watching now re¬ 
volves around her own 
wooded yard where 1 feeders 
draw birds of countless var¬ 
iety. 

With an occasional con¬ 
versation with Sasbox, a 
resident bluejay, Mrs. Ran¬ 
dall goes about the work of 
creating some of the most 
unique and well received 
sculptured pieces in r h o 
area. 

Outwardly Mrs. Randall 
doesn’t express concern 
about aging. She sees it as 
a fact and often wonders 
why people are so surprised 
at her active and creative 
life. 

She has been the subject 
of two University of South¬ 
ern California documentary 
films on active senior citi¬ 
zens and was recently fea¬ 
tured in a retirement maga¬ 
zine. 

“I guess the reason they 
did the story on me is be¬ 
cause I’m active and net 
supposed to be. I’m supposed 
to be on some shelf some¬ 
where by now I giuess," she 
says dryly. 

“There are 60 year old wo 
men who are older than 1 
am. I believe in moving 
along. You are part of life 
now so be part of what ever 
the scene is. If you con¬ 
stantly let your thoughts 
dwell on what happened 5C 
years ago you can’t enjoy 
the present” 

She admits things are 
moving a little fast for her 
now. After all she reminds, 
“I can remember the first 
car to come to this area. 
Everybody ran to hold the 
horses as it went through 
town. When I was a fresh 
man in high school I had a 
•boyfriend with a Krit,” she 
says with a half c-huckle. 

“I was born in 1895 and 
remember the first electric 
light, phone arid movie. I 
think the first movie I saw 
was the Train Robbery. I 
can’t remember who was in 
it. I don’t think they even 
had stars in those days. 
They just grabbed up a 
bunch of actors and made a 
movie.”

years of experience and a 
constant desire for know 
ledge could afford. She is 
well reed and interested in 
the problems of today and 
doesn’t hesitate to express 
her opinion. 

“Some of the sexual free¬ 
dom seen ne w is completely 
foreign to my upbringing 
but maybe it’s lime that 
people started putting their 
cards on the table-,” she 
says. 

“We have made a lot of 
progress although we have 
problems like dope. But wc 
do have a lot of nice, clean 
kids too," she insists. 

The deliberate solitude 
has had an obvious effect 
on her life and she has in 
the past made efforts to off¬ 
set it. 

Holidays were seldom 
spent alone and she sur¬ 
rounded herself with the 
kind of people she likes 
most, thinking people. 

“I used to call Cal Tech 
and ask them fo send four 
boys who weer alone for the 
holidays to my home for 
dinner. I’d cook dinner and 
we’d enjoy ourselves,” she 
recalls. 

Her marriage of years ago 
seems a sensitive topic or 
at least one she wanted to 
keep to herself but she ad¬ 
mits to suffering from oc¬ 
casional pangs of loneliness. 

“There are times I miss 
having a family of my own 
but then there are times 
when I see the problems of 
other families and am sure 
glad I don’t have them,” she 
comments. 

A progressive atti tudo 
about life has carried over 
to her art. Working in tra¬ 
ditional and ultra modern 
styles Mrs. Randall’s pieces 
in plastic, metal and wood 
have won iier wide recogni¬ 
tion and most recently a 
listing in “Who’s Who In 
American Art.
